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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant argues that there is explicit and 
implicit support for claims 1 and 3. The applicant specifically cites paragraphs [0009], [0022), [0040] and [0041] as explicit evidence. 
Paragraphs [0009] and [0022] are used to attempt to suggest the control of the SIMD by an outside unit using an external data interface. 
As understood by the examiner, the SIMD and VLC are only described to be controlled by a processor (Page 3 Lines 18-22). Note, that 
the statement "by means of a pipeline operation unit that can be program-controlled by an outside unit" relates to the internal pipelines of 
the SIMD (Fig. 3, Page 7 Lines 22-25) and the processor is the outside unit controlling the SIMD (Page 6 Lines 8-18). The internal data 
bus and the external data interface are only described to transfer pixel data (Page 7 Lines 4-18). Paragraphs [0040] and [0041] suggest 
a second embodiment where the instruction memory (104, Fig. 1) is replaced by RAM and the instructions are downloaded to the RAM 
from an outside source. Note, that the other structure of the image processing device according to the second embodiment is the same 
as that of the first embodiment and operates in the same way (Page 13 Lines 14-20). Though there is no figure to show how the 
instructions are downloaded to the RAM in the second embodiment, based on the fact that the applicant states the rest of the 
embodiment is the same as the first embodiment one of ordinary skill would assume a new input would be provided to download the 
instructions to the RAM. Such that, Figure 1 would have an outside input to (104) and (104) would be labeled RAM. Even if somehow it 
would be assumed that the instructions are downloaded using the external bus (151) and external data interface (103) the applicant has 
stated that the second embodiment operates the same as the first embodiment. Therefore, the SIMD and VLC would still be controlled 
by the processor and not an outside unit. 
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
